General Court. 


"Section. 3. The mileage 
herein 


provided for shall first apply to the 
next session of the General Court. 


"Section 4. This act shall take ef- 


fect on the first day of May,-1907."

trial insurance bill of Senator Entwis- 
tle of Portsmouth: 


"No policy of life or endowment in- 


surance issued upon the 
industrial 


plan shall become forfeited or void 
for 
non-payment of premiums after 


premiums have been paid thereon for 
the term of two consecutive 
years. 


Every such policy shall have a sur- 
render value after the payment of 
the premiums for the full years, said 
value to be estimated upon the (basis 
of the actuary's table of mortallty 
aud under such rules as the 
insur- 


ance commissioner of the state shall 
prescribe. 


"On policies of 
Industrial 
insur- 


ance on which the weekly premiums 
are not more than fifty cents 
each 


the surrender value shall be payable 
in cash. When the weekly premiums 
are more than fifty cents per week a 
paid-up policy may be issued and for 
such amount -as the insurance com- 
missioner' by 
rule shall 
prescribe,
